MANY NARROW ESCAPES 


IN RAINY RIVER HOLOCAUST 


ees Recount Experiences When 
Homesteads—One Family Took 


Reft 


Fiames Swept Round Their Isolated 
Refuge on a Raft and Held the Babies 


in the River While the Flames Roaredt’ Over Them. 


Winnipeg, Oct. 18—In the after- 


math of the recent disastrous forest 
fires which destroyed several Minnes- 
ota towns and resulted in heavy loss 
of life, numerous stories of heroism 
and suffering are revealed, and in 
the distribution of stores to needy suf- 
ferers there were several interesting 
situations. 

Dozens of the refugees who got 
clothing and other much needed ar- 
tticles from the car of the T. Baton 
Co. as it stood on the siding close to 
relief headquarters and the military 
camp were loud in their expressions 
of gratitude and admiration of the 
foresight of “the Canadians,” as they 
were popularly known. The moat 
thankful man that one reporter saw 


during the whhole four days at Beau- 
dette was Theodore Stabacken, who, 
in company with his two cousins, Ole 
and Andrew Vensland, we'ked twentr 


five miles through the burned coun- 
try and over terribly rough roads 
from their place on Rapid river, 
Stabacken was the first man to ar- 
rive from so far out in this district 
and his report that he had seen no 
bodies and knew of no deaths was 
received with great gratification by | 
General Wood and others who were 
at headquarters when Stabacken re 

ported. 

At the main relief tent Stabacken 
was given a practically open order 
on the Eaton car. “‘Myself, my wife, 
two cousins, one baby and two twins 
eix months old,” he said laconically 
when asked what he needed, “No- | 
thing left at all when house burned] 
right down.” Stabacken’'s s bulg- | 
ed in wonder when the ton men 
began to get busy and started to 
make up a pile that included tiny 
stockings and boots, tiny shirts and

A THRILLING RESCUE 
IN A MONTREAL FIRE 


Two Men Taken by Firemen From 
Roof of Kings Hall Builkding—trt 
Was a Rece With Death—Building 
a Mass of Flames, 


Montreal, Oct, 18—Two men stand- 
ing on the roof ofethe Kings hall 
building, St. Catharine street, west, 
were rescued early this morning in 
a fire that destroyed the Kings hall 
building when a horror-stricken 
crowd below had given up all hope 
that they could be saved, 

The spectacle was one of the, most 
thriliing ever witnessed in a fire here 
Perched on the corner of the five- 
Storey building, a hundred feet from 
the ground, the men shrieked for help 
for fifteen minutes before the fire+ 
men could effect a rescue In the 
meantime the fire, which in the first 
five minutes had swept through the 
five storeys from ground to roof in 
the rear of the building, was eating 
its way with a rush through to the 
front on St. Catharine, and the smoke 
and flames billowed up in whirls that 
from time to time completely hid the 
men from the view of the crowd in 
the street below 

A mass of telegraph and telephone 
wires seriously obstructed the work of 
the firemen, and to the impatient 
crowd the few minutes seemed like 
hours before it looked as if there was 
a chance to get to them. The eiglty- 
five foot ladder that was run up 
the front of the building was too short 
to reach the roof, Adjoining the 
Kings hall building on the west is the 
three-storey building of Alex, Scott & 
Son, confectioners It was from the 
roof of this building that the rescue 
was finally effected \ ladder was 
run up through the tangl e of wires 
on the front of the Scott building and 
half a dozen firemen, headed 
trict Chief Mann, made their way 
it to the roof of the lower building 

It was over five minutes before a 
short ladd«é@ could then got up to 
span the distance between it and the 
roof where stood the two men. One 
of the men, John Jones, colored, time 
and again shrieked that he would 
jump. His companion was cooler, and, 
aaided by cries of encouragement 
from the crowd below, succeeded in 
keeping him on the

“It is now less than nine months,” 
he said, “since we held our last an- 
nual meeting, and I am pleased to re- 
port progress in the affairs of the Ed- 
monton Exhibition Association, The 
exhibition held in Augnst last was 4 
pronounced success, and, had we been 
favored with better weather, I am 
satisfied that we could have reported 
a good surplus instead of a small de- 
felt. 

“The buildings erected on the new 
grounds are thoroughly up to date and 
are a credit to the city, The same may 
be said of the grand stand and the 
race track, 

live Stock Leading Feature. 

“It has been the policy of the man- 
agement to make the exhibit of live | 
stock the leading feature of the fair, | 
and I am satisfied that you will agree | 
with me that the show in this respect | 
exceeded our expectations. Competent | 
Judges say, that, both in numbers and | 
quality, a better show of live stock | 
has never been held before in Alberta, 
Stockmen exhibiting were well pleased 
with the accommodation provided and 
went away satisfied, and wi une | 
doubtedly return to our future faire. 

“The meetings of the directors helf 
fortnightly during the past year were 
well attended and the interest shown 
by them is very commendable. 

“The special grant of five thousand 


$5,000) dollars, given by the Alberta 
Government, was very much = appre- 
ciated,

The Course of the Future, 

“Whether we shall continue to make 
the live stock the leading feature of 
the fair for the coming year it will} 
be for you to decide. The agricultural 
developments that are going on in this 
district would lead us to believe that 
the northern part of this province is | 
particularly adapted to mixed farming 
and I believe that the raising of al) 
kinds of live stoek will continue to be 
a profitable industry. As will be point- 
ed out to you by our manager we! 
shall require more buildings for the 
accommodation of the exhibitors for 
the coming year ,and it will be fully 
dealt with in his report. 

“In conclusion I have to thank the 
directors for the able assistance they / 
have given the manager and myself in 
conducting the affairs brought before 
us, and for the time they have given 
often to great inconvenience to them- 
selves, and for the cordial relations 
that have at all. times existed between 
us, With the interest manifested, and 
situated as we are in the centre of a 
fine agricultural district, I believe we 
can make this exhibition second to 
none in the West. 

W. F. Stevens’ Address. 

W. F. Stevens live stock commis- 
sioner for Alberta then addressed the 
association. He touched on the policy 
of the fair towards live stock. In his 
opinion the Edmonton Exhibition As- 
sociation was doing the best thing pos* 
sible for the country in paying special 
attention to live stock and trying to 
make the Edmonton Exhibition one of 
the finest stock fairs in the West. Mr. 


Stevens went on to state that thero 
should .be classes for general utility 
cattle. If these cattle were divided | 


into different classes the result would | 
‘ 


be that more general utility cattle 
would be shown at the Exhibition. 

Hog raisers in Alberta should be 
especially encouraged as this phase of 
stock raising would undoubtedly be an 
important one in Alberta in a few 
years, 

In conclusion he congtatulated the 
Edmonton Rxhibyion _ Association on 
the splendid grounds they now posses- 
sed which he stated were sécond to 
none In the West. 

Hon, Mr. Marshall's Address. 

The Hon. Duncan Marshall, Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, was then callea 
upon by the president to address the 
association. The Minister of Agricul- 
ture stated that he would like to see 
the two stock associations of the pro- 
vince united to form one Alberta stock 
association embracing both the north 
and the south. 

He hoped that a meeting would be 
held in the near future to arrange for 
this union. 

The Edmonton Exhibtion Associa- 
tion, stated the speaker, had a right to 
receive help from the department of 
agriculture because of the things they 
had done without assistance. 

“The department of agriculture 
helps those that help themselves,” said 
Hon. Mr. Marshall as he sat down.

A. G. Harrison, the general manager 
then delivered his annual report. It 
was as follows:

On February 28th it was decided to 
encourage the formation of the Al- 
berta Provincial Horse Breeders’ As- 
sociation, the Alberta Provincial Cat- 
tle Breeders’ Association, the Alberta 
Provincial Swine, Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. 

On March 12th the ‘building 
mittee brought in their report. 

On March 14th tenders for 
were received. 

On March 14th plans 
stand were asked for. 

On March 28th contracts were clos- 
ed with the Al, G. Barnes show people 
and the Hands Fireworks Co. 

On April 28th tenders for the first 
lot of buildings were apened. 

On April 25th the City Council was 
requested to organize a department for

On May 17th, tenders for grand 
stand were received and referred to 
the city council for action. 

June 20th, bylaw carried for $75,00u 

On June 21st the city engineer was 
requested to organize a department o& 
exhibition work.

The Breeders’ Associations have a 
large membership which is still in- 
creasing. 

The Alberta Provincial Horse Breed- 
ers Association, membership is 132. 

The Alberta Provincial Cattle Breed- 
ers’ Association, membership is 29. 

The Alberta Provincial Swine Breed 
ers Association, membership is 18. 
| The Alberta Provincial Sheep Breed- 
ers Association, membership is 14. 
| These associations will meétt on the 
| 24th of this month for election of of- 
ficera, 

The Exhib@tion was held on the 23rd 
of August under unfavorable weather 
conditions which necessitated the post- 
ponement of the opening ceremonies 
which however were held the next day 
and for the first time the Exhibition 
Association held a directors’ luncheon 
which was a successful function and 
should be continued. 

The Associatlon aimed to hold a 
stock show and that it succeeded in 
the attempt is shown by the number 
of entries made and the comment 
made on same by W. A. McIntyre, one 
of the government judges, who stated 
{recently that «the splendid stock 
shown at the Edmonton Fair was 
better than that which I ever saw in 
any place. 

As you are already aware the en- 
tries were the largest we ever had and 
that our show horse buildings were 
filled to overflowin® as well as our 
sheep and swine buildings, 

That our buildings and equipment 
are second to none has & the uni- 
versal yerdict. -They have been laid 
out so that they can be duplicated 
and judging from the entries received 
this year some action to increase our 
accommodation will have to be taken 
before next year's fair. 

At this point I would like to point 
‘out to the sHareholders the method 
pursued in working up interest in the 
fair by the office staff’ At the begin- 
ning of the ‘year original letters are 
sent to the different stock associations 
calling attention to the Edmonton 
Exhibition and asking for special prize 
money. The different agricultural so- 
citfes and boards of trade of Western 
Canada are written. Circular ‘letters 
humbering about 2,000 are sent out w 
our old patrons who have ‘exhibited 
with us during the last four years. 
Five thousand prize lists are then dis- 
tributed, these are followed up by sup- 
plementary letters, also by advertising 
post cards as to dates, etc. Then 3,000 
hangers are distributed by our special 
advertising agents and 2,500 programs 
and information bulletins are distri- 
buted just prior to the fair. Advertise- 
ments are carried for two months 
prior to the fair in the 40 leading pa- 
pers of Alberta, and also in ten other 
leading outside papers and magazines, 
These papers are supplied from time 
| to time with items of interest regard- 
ing our exhibition, This involves a 


good deal of detail work but the re- 
sults are vary satisfactory. 
The coming year should be an ac- 


tive one for our association and thére 
should be no let up in its active work. 
I would suggest. that early in the 
spring a fat stock show, should be 
held under the, auspicious of the at 
berta Provineial bive Stock Agsocia- 
tions and a sale‘of purse bred cattle 
be held at the same time. This event 
to be held in Mareh or April: ‘Tf the 
exhibition is not held in the first week 
in July as formerly a race meet might 
be held-in the month of July which 
would bring some revenue to the asso- 
ciation and visitors. Into the City of 
Edmonton. This followed by the ex- 
hibition in the month of August and a 
sale of stock in the fall would keep 
our fair grounds busy and useful dur- 
ing most of the year and made Hd- 
monton the big stock oentre of Al- 
berta. Bome years hence when. proper 
buildings are erected a horse show 
might be held. 

As to new buildings the erection of 
a lve stock judging pavillion would 
appear to be preferable to the erection 
of more stock sheds.,Such a building 
eould be used as a judging ring in case 
of rain and could have accommodation 
provided for horses and cattle exhibit- 
ed at the fair. It would hold general 
exhibits and might be used for a 
horse show when needed. A _ build- 
ing of this Kind would be a great as- 
set to the city, it would have a seat- 
ing capacity of about 3,000 and would 
take up the space used as our judging 
ring at the present time. Its cost 
would be anywhere from $80,000 to 
$110,000 dollars 

It would not 
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appear advisable w| 
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ance, is larger. A subway. build under 
the race track Would add greatly to 
our facilites in judging and handling 
horses and also in carrying out ow 
stock parade, the public could then 
have access to the interior of the rad 
track and the patrons of our grand 
stand see the class of horses exhibited 
and juawed. 

The suggestion made by Alderman 
McInnis the other day that the City of 
Hdmonton should have stock vards of 
its Otvn OF at least control thém is well 
worthy of consideration, at Wvast the 
city should insist that any stock yards 
established shoul be established th 
one part of the city in order that the 
buyer, seller , and the stock should be 
easy of access. 

Tq, President Campbell, the Exhibi- 
tion Association is under great obliga- 
tion, a gentleman ana a worker, only 
those amsoulated with him know the 
amount of work he has done and how 
popular he has made our association 
with its patrons 

Superintendent Stewart cannot but 
feel proud of his fair groude. He was 
given a free hand and the generai jay: 
out of the grounds, buildings and race 
track are mohuments to him and al- 
ways will be. Everyone will admit that 
in Mr, Stewart the Exhibition Agsocia- 
tion has a man with good ideas and 
the ability to carry them out. 

I would like to call especial atten- 
tion to the efficient work done by W. 
McQ. Moore tn the office. It seems 

| that every department of the city 
wanted to make the fair a suecess and 
it has been @ pleasure to do business 
with them, 

Directors of the type of D. GC. Rob- 
ertson, J.-B. Lubbock, Wm, Golley, 
Bert Grierson and others are bound to 
make any fair popular with its pat- 

trons. Men that will sit up all night in 
ta heavy rain for two or three nights 
hand running in order to take care of 
stock as it came in are not found in 
every community 

We got splendid publicity and back- 
ing from our local newspapers and our 
Association is under obligation to 
them. As a matter of fact Hdmonton 
is naturally an exhibition city. With 
every man, Woman and child and all 
the papers )wWosting for the fair it was 
bound to be a thoroughly 
believe that the rate-papers of the 
city will not see us stuck for funds to 
carry out.our future plans, which will 
be 6n a large scale but which will 

eventually’do as much for this grand 
city of the West as the Toronto exhibi- 
tion has déne for Toronto. Just anoth- 
er $150,000 spent during the coming 
year will give us a lead in the exhibi- 
tion line that will put us in a class by 
ourselves. Every 10,006 people brought 
into the city during fair means a ten 
dollar bij] left in the community by 
each individual and $100,000 in a bulk 
hum. Tt is worth while to get after 
this and spend money to achieve the 
result. Your president and directors 
have worked hard during the past year 
but must feel some satisfaction at the 
manner jn which their work.has been 
appreciated by the citizens of Edmon- 
ton and the patrons of the fair.
